Sax Francisco, May 27.-- -A. J. 

Fritz, a prominent local politician and 
captain of the Galling battery, N.G. C, 
suicided at his residence last nij;ht by 
hanging himself to a bedpost. Cause, 
supposed to ba temporarj'.poouniary em- 
barrassment. 

San Francisco, May 27. — ^When tho 
body of Capt. i?ritT: was discovered 
hanging to a bedpost the fact that 
handcuffs wero on one wrist and shackles 
lay on tho bed, which had evidently 
recently been on his ankles, excited 
great curiosity, which was partly satis-

been ascertained that Mrs. Fritz had so 
confined him on account of mental 
derangement owing to financial troubles 
and excessive use of liquor, and that 
during her temporary absence he hung 
himself with a small chain which had 
been used to bind him.

friends of poor fellows who fall sick at 
Yale are'cocupelled to pass round the 
hat for the wherewithal to pay their 
passages to the Westminster or Victoria 
hospital.!: : Again we ask, what-bocomes 
of thfe -grant? If the governibent are 
not required to take care of tho "desti- 
tute poor and sick" why do they ask for 
an annual grant?

WhsA So Snows of the Suppression of 
2Iarcus Smith's Slap. 

Q. — Thero is a matter that "was. niou- 
tiohod by Mr. Marcus Smith about atinap 
and report submitted by him strongly 're- 
commending a certain routo. Will you 
say what you think necessary about it ? 
A. — A great deal has been said about thi.i, 
but not quite enough. In a report which 
I had in my hands when I gave evidonco 
before it was referred to ih'a ftjw words. 
I refer to a report addressed by mo to tho 
ilinister of Public Works on 2nd I^Iay, 
1879, enclosing a report of Marcus Smith 
dated 12th April, 1879, which report was 
acGompaniod by a map. Air. Smith has 
stated in evidonco that ho hud sent a , re- 
port to the department of public works 
for tho previous year dated 9th March, 
1878, and that an essontial'part of tho re- 
port was a map, and that this waa not 
issued in the report, though a largo num- 
ber of copies had been struck off. Now, 
with respect to this map I stated in my 
report to the minister that when the map 
camo under my notice I found it to be 
incorrect, contradicting well-known facts. 
In accordance with my duty I pointed out 
these facts to tlio minister, and tho de- 
partment decided that tho map should not 
be published. 

The map was hero produced. 

Mr. Fleming continued — This map is 
tho identical one put in my hands in May, 
1878. I w.as very umch pressed with var- 
ious duties before leaving Ottawa that 
y(?ar. Among othors was this matter, 

Q. — This map waa apparently con- 
structed by Mr,. Smith on information 
collected by him during the 8ea..on of 
1877. Do you remember whether he had 
boon charged by you to obtain such infor- 
mation or mako such a report I A. — I 
don't think it was based upon correct in- 
formation. That was tho ground of my 
objection to it. Idid not at all object to 
his making a map. I objected to tho 
coloring of it, as it might itivulvo the 
Department in tho payment of claims 
that otherwise would havo no existence, 

Q. — Besides the map ho recommended 
a general routo for tlio railway, did ha 
not? A. — Yes, he roconmondod a routo. 
I had no objection at all to that fact. 

Q. — Tho withdrawal of tho map had 
nothing to do with tho decision as to tho 
route? A. — Nothing at all . I was tele- 
graphed to como to Canada in midwinter. 
Tho first person I had an interview with 
in Canada was Mr. Mackenzie, who told 
me that Mr. Smith had rocommonded 
strongly a certain routo. He said he had 
lost conUdonee in Mr. Smith, aud had nul 
spoken to him for a couple of months. 
He felt that ho was strongly biassed. Ho 
asked mo to make a report, and if I 
agreed with Mr. Smith to say so. He 
did not ask mo to report against Mr. 
Smith's views, but to give my own views. 
Ho further told me that I was 'not at 
liberty to consult Mr, Smith further as 
an officer of tho Department. I immedi- 
ately, with very great regret, told Mr. 
Smitli what Mr. Mackenzie had told me. 

Q. — Did you understand that Mr. Mac- 
kenzie thought Mr. Smith was biased In 
regard to tho matters that Smith had ro- 
ported upon ? A. — I do not know that 
he referred to that particular report. Mr. 
Mackenzie spoke as though ho thought 
Mr. Smith was a man who adopted a view 
and stuck to it through thick and thin, 
and said the Government could not bo 
guided by Mr. Smith's views alone. If I 
concurred with Mr. Smith thon tho Gov- 
ernment would bo guided by it, otherwiio 
thoy would tako another courjo. Tho 
purport of Mr. Smith's report was to got 
a routo to Bute Inlet. 1 forgot to men- 
tion that Mr. Mackenzie told mo tho Gov- 
ernment wore bound to como to soiiio de- 
cision as to the route in British Columbia 
while tho House was in session. Thoy 
were very mucli embarrassed by tho posi- 
tion whicli Mr. Smith had taken. Blr. 
Smith a long time before this had shown 
a Strang disposition to tako the line to 
Bute Inlet, and there was no concealing 
it. 

Q. — But could this be done without go- 
ing through tho Pino River Pass ? A. — 
Yes, it could be reached by the Yellow- 
head Pass. 

Q. — Before taking up the next subject 
is there anything further you would liko 
to say in regard to the subject touch- 
ed on this morning? A. — I may, say that 
if the commissioners could receive from 
me, and if I could give them certain let- 
ters which I hold in my hand I would be 
glad to do so. Tho letters passed between 
Marcus Smith and myself in relation to 
tho map and aro marked private. I can- 
not, therefore, offer them, though I would 
gladly remove tho seals of secrecy so far 
as my part of the correspondence is con- 
cerned. 

Among the Lost. — The nanio of Mr. 
W. R. Meredith, leader of tho conserva- 
tives in tho Ottawa Houso, appears among 
the lost by tiie London disaster, in addi- 
tion to his father, whose name was an- 
nounced in the first list. Wo aro in- 
clined to think that there is some mistake 
in tho latest list. Mr. Meredith's death 
would bo a great blow to the bar, to so- 
ciety and to politics.

London, Ont., ^lay 27. — At tbc cor- 
oner's inquiry to-day into the Victoria 
disaster the captain said ihat tho boat, 
was a 19 ton scow, flat bottomed, capa- 
city 400 passengers. He did not think 
he had over 450. She was well stan- 
chioned but uut bi acod ; bad life-saving 
apparatu.<i for 400 ; boat leaked ; ns the 
t'ngineer had said, it had half an arm's 
length in tho hold ; on the upper deck 
people were agreeable when asked to 
keep quiet, but on the lower deck some 
unruly boys were impatient of restraint. 
The engineer, fireman, two deck hands, 
purser and captain were the entire crew; 
nobody aaked him to run the boat 
ashore. 

Mr. Parish, manager of the company, 
says that the boat was overloaded. He 
estimated the passengers at 500 to 600. 
The vessel coat §17,000 ] no insurance 
except for drc, 

R. G. Montgomery, a passenger, snid 
that the boat was greatly overcrowded. 
The passengers were quiet and orderly. 
There was no chasing. There was con- 
siderable water on the main deck at the 
start, which accounts for her listing to 
one side. When the lurch came the 
stanchions snapped like pipe steams, 
and tho whole wreck slid down to port 
on the shore side into the water. Hang- 
ing on to an iron support he saw scores 
of men, women and children being 
drowned liko rats in a bole and beard 
piteous shrieks on every side without 
tho power of rendering aid. Jlothers 
with eyes starting from the sockets 
would madly beat the water, while their 
children hung about thoir necka shriek 
ing, until at last smothered by water 
they went down with a sickening gur 
gle beneath the flood. 

The number of persons on tho Vic 
toria is now known to bo nearly 700, a 
burden out of all proportion to her 
strength and capacity. Tha crowd at 
first enjoyed tho oscillation of the vessel 
which they increased by moving from 
side to side, shouting "let her sink, we 
will only have to wade ashore," Each 
motion caused tho vessel to ship wat*r 
to tbe terror of some and delight of oth 
ers. When the supports of the upper 
deck gave way all was over, and with a 
terrible crash the whole thing collapsed, 
At this time the upper deck waa very 
nearly perpendicular causing a tremen- 
dous strain on tho supports. Many 
were crushed at oncejtnanj thrown into 



the water and drowned, and many ren- 
dered unconscious and dazed. Tho 
steamer Princess Louise was alongside 
in -t minuteSf and her decks crowded. 
The search continues for bodies, many 
of which are terribly crushed and bore 
evidence of torriblo struggles for life. 
The Victoria is a complete wreck. It is 
stated that her boiler shifted with tho 
rocking of the vessel. Capt. Rankin 
says that there was a light load going 
down, but be could not keep back tho 
crowds that besiegsd hor on tho return 
trip. He tried to make theiu leave the 
boat, but could only induco about l.'i or 
20. He also tried to make them leave 
the upper deck, but in vain,even threat- 
ening them be noticed a. pe'buliar 
rocking, but could not leave his post. 
Tho nii^'inoor aont word to him thatun 
less the boat could bo straightened there 
was danger. Ho had determined to 
beach tho boat on tv sand bar 200 yards 
ahead, when the crowd on board rush- 
ed to one side zo see a race between two 
row boats, and the boat . with a lurch 
went port bow down. The boiler shift- 
ed and went through the side, which 
ended matters, as it carried away tho 
main leek and let down the top duck. 
Tliere were not over 100 people below. 
Many persons were imprisoned between 
the water and top deck, but they had 
breathing apace which would havo sav- 
ed many, had not others climbed on 
tho iloatijig deck, crushing it down and 
smothering them. Many wero saved 
by swimming. 

London, Out., Mav 27. — Scenes in 
affl icted jhouseholds are terrible. Clergy- 
men who have worked nobly all through 
aro tired out and cannot reach graves 
fast enough. In many cases inembora 
of diflferent families aro put in one 
grave. DifTerent societies are ou hand 
and doing the utmost to facilitate burial. 
The longest procession to-day was that 
attending the remains of Willie Glass 
and Miss Cooper, who wero to have 
been married next month and who died 
together in the water. Two hundrad 
well filled vehiolos followed the hearses 
which passed along side by side. 
Searchers for the dead this morning 
raised two little girls clasped tight in 
each other's arms, as they no doubt had 
fallen together. Several cases of rob- 
bery of tho dead are reported. 

LoMSON, 0:it., Mp.y 27. — Riijinp^s 
has been resumed, although some 
houses ara closed yet. Nearly all the 
furerals havo taken place. The police 
aro still searching for bodies, but 
fruitlessly. A melancholy collection 
of personal efi'ecta is stili being viewed 
at tho police headquarters in tho hope 
of obtaining mementoes. The investi- 
gation will probably be tedious. Solemn 
mass was said to- day in the Catholic 
church. 



A "Wholo Attacks a^Bark in 
l^ld-Ooeon. 

Baltimore American : The bark Anna 
arrived in ballast, from London yester- 
day to Read, Lauder ik Co., after a 
most cvertful voyage. One of tho 
principal incidents is entered upon the 
Captain's logbook as follows : "Feburary 
28, 3 p, m., latitude 42 deg, 31 min, 
north longitude 35 deg, hard west gale 
blowing and t,hip running under lower 
foretoj)sail and mainsail, sighted a 
large whale over bows. The fish bore 
down on us and struck ship on the port 
side of tho stern and knocked the fore- 
port into matches and kindlingwood; 
oounded pumps, but no leak; whale 
went off leaving a track of blood 
behind." Capt, McPhail states that 
he was surprised at the whale dashing 
right in to a large vessel in mid-ocean. 
He says that when he first saw the 
fisb she was rolling and spouting water 
fifteen feet high. He had not then any 
idea she would charge his vessel, but dis- 
covered that the whale meant business. 
As the whale cam« on he luffed a little 
to prevent it from striking the side of 
the vessel and ripping a plank off. It 
dashed by and just gave one slap with 
its tail that fairly knocked the cutwater 
of the boat off from the eleven-inch 
mark to the keel. Ho thinks it was 
stunned and hurt.
